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DETAILED ACTION 

This is the first Office action on the merits of Application No. 10/813,516 
filed on March 30, 2004. Claims 1-7 are currently pending. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: 10 (mentioned in line 1 of paragraph [0012]), 28a (mentioned in line 2 of 
paragraph [0013]), and 28B (mentioned in line 11 of paragraph [0013]). 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as 
either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121 (d). If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
any required corrective action in the next Office action.

Claim Objections 

Claim 3 is objected to because in line 2 "and inner" should read - - an inner - -. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 2, 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Yomogita '461 . Note Figure 2 which shows the clutch assembly including the clutch 
pack 4 including first disks attached to a first member 321 B and second disks attached 
to a second member (not numbered), a piston chamber 5 adjacent the clutch pack and 
a piston 6 disposed in the piston chamber for applying axial pressure to the clutch pack. 
As most clearly seen in Figure 1(a) first, second and third seal portions 7, 8 and 10A are 
molded in place and contact the piston chamber at spaced locations. The seal is 
formed of elastomeric material, as described for instance at column 4, lines 40-45, in 
accordance with the limitations of claim 2. The inner diameter 62A, outer diameter 63 
and side surface 61 of the piston are coated with the elastomeric material which is 
integral with the portions 7, 8 and 10A as recited in claim 7. Also note the balance 
piston 13 as set forth in claim 6. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The examiner further cites Boerger, Jr. '966, Stonehill '053, 
Bucciero '195, Joppeck '160, Gorman et al. '306 and Lou '326, each of which show 
clutch pistons having a seal attached thereto.
